Saying hello from space 

16 high school students chat with Canadian orbiting Earth

Sixteen high school 
students from across Nova 
Scotia were treated to a 
lesson in space travel yes¬ 
terday — courtesy of four 
astronauts living the expe¬ 
rience for real. 

The students, their par¬ 
ents and several teachers 
gathered at Mount Saint 
Vincent University in Hali¬ 
fax for a 20-minute, live 
chat with Canadian scien¬ 
tist Bob Thirsk and three 
other astronauts currently 


aboard the International 
Space Station. 

Thirsk smiled broadly as 
he floated in front of a 
massive Canadian flag 
tacked to the station’s 
wall. Alongside him were 
Frank De Winne from the 
European Space Agency, 
and American astronauts 
Jeffrey Williams and Nicole 
Scott. After some quick in¬ 
troductions, the students 
stepped forward and asked 
questions they had been 
rehearsing for days. 

“I felt like I was going to 
be sick,” said Amanda 
Fougere, a Grade 10 stu¬ 


dent at Yarmouth Memori¬ 
al High School who asked 
Thirsk if he missed the 
beauty of nature. He told 
her he definitely did. 

“I think it’s great that 
they do stuff like this,” 
Fougere said. “It’s so cool.” 

The students ranged in 
age from 15 to 17, and 
were picked from a pool of 
over 100 entries from 
across the province. Their 
questions covered every¬ 
thing from how to boil wa¬ 
ter in space (you can’t) to 
whether or not it’s possi¬ 
ble to catch a cold or get an 
electric shock in orbit (yes 


on both counts). At one 
point, Thirsk even took the 
crowd through his upcom¬ 
ing dinner. 

“My very favourite, 
smoked salmon!” he ex¬ 
claimed, pulling out a vac¬ 
uum-sealed pouch as an or¬ 
ange floated by his head. 

“We had so many good 
questions,” said Marilyn 
Steinberg, the head of edu¬ 
cation for the Canadian 
Space Agency. “I was look¬ 
ing for strong science and 
technology-related ques¬ 
tions that would really in¬ 
spire our astronauts to 
teach.”

He also said employers 
need to stop requiring sick 
notes or doctor’s notes 
showing an employee is 
healthy before they can re¬ 
turn to work after an 
illness.“We have a health¬ 
care system that needs to 
address serious issues,” he 
said. 

“We do not have the ca¬ 
pacity to have a lot of peo¬ 
ple who are well going in¬ 
to doctors’ offices.”

Coyote victim dies 


Singer-songwriter on tour mauled in park 


A young Toronto singer- 
songwriter who was a ris¬ 
ing star in the folk-music 
industry died in hospital 
yesterday after being 
mauled in a rare coyote at¬ 
tack in Cape Breton. 

Taylor Mitchell was tour¬ 
ing for her new album on 
the East Coast and decided 
to stop in the Cape Breton 
Highlands National Park for 
a hike before a performance 
scheduled last night in Syd¬ 
ney, her manager said. 

Lisa Weitz said the 19- 
year-old singer was excited 
to take her new album on a 
three-weelc tour through 
the Maritimes, just after 
earning a Canadian Folk 
Music Awards nomination. 

“She was absolutely 
pumped about her first tour 
on the East Coast and to 
take her songwriting craft 
to new audiences,” Weitz 
said from Toronto. 

“She just had a wonderful 
joy of life and sharing mu¬ 
sic.” 

Police said Mitchell was 
hiking alone Tuesday when 
a pair of coyotes attacked 
her on the popular Skyline 
Trail in Cape Breton High¬ 
lands National Park. 

Officers said other hikers 
heard her screams for help 
and rushed to her aid, call¬ 
ing 911 at around 3 p.m. 
and trying to scare off the 
animals that are often spot¬ 
ted in the park. 

She was taken to a hospi¬ 
tal nearby and airlifted to 
the QEII Health Sciences 
Centre in Halifax in critical 
condition, but succumbed 
to her injuries yesterday. 

Paul Maynard of Emer¬ 
gency Health Services said 
she was already in critical 
condition when paramedics

Defendant gets plea extension 

Woman charged in fatal collision to reappear in court Dec. 23

The sister of 57-year-old 
Gary Pfinder said at a 
Dartmouth courtroom 
yesterday she was not 
looking forward to seeing 
the woman accused of 
causing her brother’s 
death while driving under 
the influence. 

“I was kind of glad she 
wasn’t here,” said Iris 
Black, adding she doesn’t 
know how she will react to 
seeing Beverlee Russell, 54, 
of Cole Harbour. 


Russell faces multiple 
charges including 

manslaughter stemming 
from two car accidents on 
Aug. 3 in Cole Harbour. She 
is alleged to have left the 
scene of one collision before 
causing another, a multi-ve¬ 
hicle crash at the intersec¬ 
tion of Cole Harbour Road 
and Forest Hill Parkway. 

It was the second colli¬ 
sion that took the life of 
Pfinder, a retired French 
teacher from Dartmouth 
High School. Police allege 
alcohol was a factor in 
both accidents. 

The case was back before 


the court yesterday for 
election and plea, but Rus¬ 
sell did not appear. Her 
lawyer Pat Atherton repre¬ 
sented her and asked for 
an extension until Dec. 23 
to review disclosure. 

Russell has appeared in 
court twice before: On 
Aug. 11, a judge ordered 
her to undergo a psychi¬ 
atric assessment to deter¬ 
mine if she is mentally fit 
to stand trial. 

It was determined she 
was mentally fit to stand 
trial about a month later. 
She will appear again on 
Dec. 23 to enter a plea. In 


the mean time, she has 
been released on recogni¬ 
zance with conditions. 

Albert Dorey, a longtime 
friend of Pfinder, was also 
on hand at yesterday’s hear¬ 
ing. He said he was there to 
show support for Pfinder 
and his family, “and to see 
that justice is served.” 

Dorey said he wants 
Pfinder to be remembered 
“as a person who believed 
in life, who enjoyed life, 
who was a great educator 
and was at the wrong place 
at the wrong time.” 

“He’s gone. And that’s un¬ 
fortunate,” he added.

Weight 
restrictions 
for five city 
bridges 

assessment The Halifax 
Regional Municipality 
announced yesterday 
weight restrictions are be¬ 
ing placed on five aging 
bridges that cross the rail 
line in Halifax’s south end. 

“Engineering 
assessments received by 
CN show the bridges are 
experiencing the effects of 
age, heavy road traffic 
flow and weight,” said the 
release. “Steps must be 
taken to limit the size and 
weight of vehicles until 
plans are in place for 
restoration or 
replacement.” 

Under the new 
restrictions, single-unit 
vehicles weighing more 
than 20,000 kgs. will no 
longer be allowed on the 
Marlborough Woods, Bel- 
mont-on-the-Arm, 

Oakland Road, South 
Street and Coburg Road 
bridges. The rule will 
apply to all buses, cars and 
trucks that consist of a sin¬ 
gle unit, said the release. 

Restrictions are also in 
place for larger, two-unit 
vehicles (maximum 
34,000 kgs.) and multi-ve¬ 
hicle trains (maximum 
49,000 legs.). 

The restrictions begin 
today and will remain in 
effect until further notice. 
All of the bridges will be 
fitted with barriers to pro¬ 
tect the concrete walls 
from vehicle impacts. 

In July, the municipality 
placed similar weight re¬ 
strictions on the CN 
bridge near the base of 
Quinpool Road in Halifax.

Halifax Regional Police ar¬ 
rested and charged 12 
people yesterday as part 
of an operation targeting 
street-level drug 
offenders. 

Operation Implicate, a 
month-long joint investiga¬ 
tion between several law 
enforcement agencies in¬ 
cluding Halifax Regional 
Police and Halifax District 
RCMP, focused on the crack 
cocaine, marijuana and 
prescription drug trade in 
Dartmouth’s north end. 

According to HRP super¬ 
intendent Mike Bums, the 
12 arrested —10 males and 
two females — are facing 
charges ranging from pos¬ 
session to possession for 
the purposes of trafficking. 
He expects yesterday’s ar¬ 
rests will impact many as¬ 
pects of life in North Dart¬ 
mouth. 

“We associate a great 
deal of property crime, vio¬ 
lent crime and street-level 
robberies to areas where 
there is significant street 
level dmg trade,” he said. 
“We’re hoping by impact¬ 
ing on the root cause of 
some of this will have a di¬ 
rect impact not only on the 
overall level of crime in 
that neighbourhood, but 
on the quality of life in the 
neighbourhood.” 

Bums acknowledged 12 
street-level arrests will not 
solve the problem, but will 
temporarily intermpt it. 

“It’s not like we’re going 


to throw up our hands 
(and) declare victory today,” 
he said. “We’ll be very dili¬ 
gent on following up on 
this to make sure the illegal 
activity we displaced does¬ 
n’t just get replaced by 
someone else moving in on 
the business opportunity.” 

When asked how signifi¬ 


cant the arrests will be on 
the broader dmg trade in 
the city, Bums said police 
are focusing on the en¬ 
forcement side of the dmg 
problem. 

“Over the larger impact 
on the dmg trade in the 
HRM, we take this one day 
at a time. It’s something 


that we realize that we 
can’t take on everything at 
once,” he said. “The en¬ 
forcement is certainly a re¬ 
action from what’s going 
on in the community.” 

“Overall? That neigh¬ 
bourhood in Dartmouth is 
a better place today. I can 
say that.”

ER Under proposed legislation 
Nova Scotia's health minister 
would have to table an annual 
report in the legislature on 
hospital emergency room clo¬ 
sures. The report would detail 
dates and the reasons for the 
closures. Health Minister Mau¬ 
reen MacDonald says the legis¬ 
lation fulfils an NDP campaign 
commitment to ensure minis¬ 
terial accountability for emer¬ 
gency departments. 

TRIAL The trial of a former No¬ 
va Scotia businessman on sex- 
related charges dating back to 
the 1970s has been delayed. 
Ernest Fenwick Macintosh was 
in court yesterday in Port 
Hawkesbury for what was sup¬ 
posed to be the start of his tri¬ 
al. But the case did not move 
forward because the defence 
wants to cross-examine the in¬ 
vestigating officer, who was 
unable to attend for medical 
reasons. The hearing is 
adjourned until Nov. 10 when 
the next step in the trial will be 
decided by conference call.

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Nova Scotian MLAs now 
have one fewer perk to 
draw on. 

NDP house leader Char¬ 
lie Parker announced yes¬ 
terday they were doing 
away with the technology 
fund, a $2,500-per-MLA 
pot members could draw 
from every year. 

It was initially brought 
in as a one-time fund 
years ago to get politi¬ 
cians set up with necessi¬ 
ties like computers, cam¬ 
eras and printers. But 
they never got around to 
shutting the fund down 
and it’s been around ever 
since. 

But recently Finance 
Minister Graham Steele 
decreed $200,000 of MLA 
expenses needs to be cut 
from the budget. The In¬ 
ternal Economy Board, an 


all-party committee that 
controls MLA expenses, 
announced yesterday they 
were stripping the fund. 

“We were challenged by 
the department of finance 
to cut out $200,000,” 
Parker said. 

“And we’ve met that 
challenge.” 

Sort of. 

The cut actually saves 
the province $200,000 
over the course of two 
years rather than one. Be¬ 
cause some members 
have already spent part or 
all of their funds, it will 
only save about $80,000 
this year and then about 
$120,000 next year. 

The change was agreed 
to by all parties. 


Parker pointed out the 
government had already 
made other moves to cur¬ 
tail MLA spending. Mem¬ 
bers now no longer re¬ 
ceive a $45,000 no ques¬ 
tions asked cheque once 
they leave office and their 
office equipment is now 
technically owned by the 
government. 

Internal Economy 
Board meetings are held 
in secret. Parker said the 
board is looking at open¬ 
ing them up to the public 
and the media but they 
are undecided and need 
more information.

Guard tells Hyde inquiry his memory has improved 


A corrections officer who 
helped restrain a mentally 
ill man moments before 
he died in a Halifax jail 
cell says his memory of 
what he did that morning 
two years ago is better to¬ 
day than it was when he 
gave a statement to the 
RCMP in the hours after 


Howard Hyde died. 

Michael Green tes¬ 
tified yesterday at an 
inquiry into Hyde’s 
death, which is trying 
to determine why the 
man never received 
the psychiatric help 
he needed and how Howard Hyde 
to prevent similar 



deaths in the fu¬ 
ture. 

The probe has 
heard that the 45- 
year-old musician, 
who had not been 
taking medication 
to deal with schizo¬ 
phrenia, was arrest¬ 
ed for an alleged 


assault and taken into cus¬ 
tody at the Central Nova 
Scotia Correctional Facility 
on Nov. 21,2007. 

Hyde died the next 
morning after two strug¬ 
gles with guards, about 30 
hours after he had been re¬ 
peatedly Tasered by police 
as he tried to escape from 


a downtown Halifax police 
station. 

Green told the inquiry 
that when he gave his 
statement to the RCMP in 
2007, he was “very emo¬ 
tional” after he learned of 
Hyde’s death, and he was¬ 
n’t certain that he de¬ 
scribed the events he wit-

However, when Green 
was shown a surveillance 
video recorded inside the 
cell, he couldn’t pinpoint 
when Hyde went limp. 

The chain of events is 
important because it could 
shed new light on what 
caused Hyde’s death.

Louisdale woman 
dies six days after 
lung transplant 

Toronto The story of a 
Louisdale woman who 
waited two years in Ontario 
before receiving a double¬ 
lung transplant took a trag¬ 
ic turn this week. 

Marilyn MacKay, who suf¬ 
fered through financial 
hardship during that wait, 
died early Tuesday morning 
in Toronto, just six days af¬ 
ter receiving her new 
lungs. 

“They were trying to deal 
with their own personal is¬ 
sues, but they always had 
helping others in mind,” 
Louis Brill, president and 
CEO of the Lung 
Association of Nova Scotia, 
said of MacKay’s death. 

Brill was referring to an 
aid package for Nova 
Scotians that was recently 
created because of financial 
struggles the MacKay fami¬ 
ly endured while Marilyn 
awaited her operation. 

Lung transplants are not 
available in Nova Scotia, so 
the MacKays were forced to 
exhaust much of their life 
savings waiting in Ontario 
for the procedure. 

Their situation improved 
in December 2008 when 
the provincial government 
extended emergency fund¬ 
ing of $1,500 per month to 
help pay for her accommo¬ 
dations in Toronto while 
she waited for the 
operation. 

That aid is now available 
to other families.

“Outrage that the 
government is not taking 
this issue seriously.” 

The challenge, issued in 


the form of a video mes¬ 
sage to the prime minister 
via the Internet on 
YouTube, comes in reac¬ 
tion to reports Harper is 
again planning to skip 
global climate talks hosted 
by the United Nations. 

Following the failure of 
the Kyoto Accord, world 
leaders are again meeting 
to devise a planet-saving 
treaty.

Province won't set Sunday store hours: Dexter 


amherst While Amherst 
considers a request to limit 
Sunday shopping hours, 
the province has no inter¬ 
est whatsoever in reopen¬ 
ing what was a controver¬ 
sial and divisive issue sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

“No government is going 
to be in the business of try¬ 
ing to set store hours on 
any day,” Premier Darrell 
Dexter said Tuesday. “To 
say we’re not against Sun¬ 
day shopping, but only 


want it for certain hours is 
an extraordinary request 
on government.” 

Dexter’s comments 
came a day after a pair of 
Amherst retail workers 
urged Amherst town coun¬ 
cil to pass a bylaw restrict¬ 
ing Sunday openings from 
noon to 5 p.m. 

In a letter to council, Bri¬ 
an Wood and Paula Bacon 
said retailers are pushing 
the limit on Sunday open¬ 
ings, suggesting that when 


the province threw the 
doors open three years ago 
stores opened from noon 
to 6 p.m. 

The petitioners contend 
the hours were later ex¬ 
tended by many stores 
from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. and 
now many stores are open 
Sundays from 10 a.m. to 8 
p.m. They list the impacts 
on their families, social 
lives and health as reasons 
for a change.

health In pioneering re¬ 
search, Canadian scientists 
have successfully used 
gene therapy to repair 
damaged lungs from de¬ 
ceased donors, making 
them potentially suitable 
for life-saving transplanta¬ 
tion. 

More than 80 per cent of 
donor lungs are discarded 
because they are not 
healthy enough to be 
transplanted in a recipi¬ 
ent, says principal re¬ 
searcher Dr. Shaf Keshav¬ 
jee, senior scientist at the 
McEwen Centre for Regen¬ 
erative Medicine in Toron¬ 
to. 

Keshavjee said the gene 
therapy, developed by a 
team at the University 
Health Network centre af¬ 


ter more than 10 years of 
research, could potentially 
expand the number of vi¬ 
able donor lungs as well as 
improve the outcome for 
patients receiving a trans¬ 
plant. 

“I think the exciting 
thing here is the proof of 
concept, that you can diag¬ 
nose what’s wrong with an 
organ and genetically mod¬ 
ify the organ to work bet¬ 
ter after transplantation,” 
he said. “So it really opens 
the door to personalized 
medicine for organs that 
we transplant.” 

The technique involves 
removing the lungs from a 
deceased donor and plac¬ 
ing them in a special perfu¬ 
sion unit that pumps oxy¬ 
gen, nutrients and other 


substances into the organs, 
as if they were breathing 
inside a body. The gene 
therapy is then introduced 
through a bronchoscope — 
a long tube-like apparatus 
fitted with a miniature 
camera, which allows doc¬ 
tors to watch on a screen 
as the scope is fed through 
airways and then into 
deeper areas of the lungs.

Family MDs say obstacles deterring distribution 


Family doctors in some 
parts of Canada have been 
slow to sign up to deliver 
H 1 N 1 vaccine to their pa¬ 
tients, pointing to a num¬ 
ber of obstacles they say 
are discouraging them 
from giving the shots. 

In Ontario, a require¬ 
ment that doctors’ offices 
order vaccine in 500-dose 
lots is deterring some. Oth¬ 
ers objected to an initial 
demand that they sign a 
contract and provide a 
weekly line listing for 
every dose delivered — un¬ 
necessary paperwork at a 
time when everyone is 
pressed for time, critics 
say. 

“Some people think it’s 
money. I don’t think it’s 
about money,” said Dr. 
Doug Mark, a general prac¬ 
titioner and president of

In some provinces where 
family physicians are part 
of the rollout, some of the 
obstacles identified by On¬ 
tario physicians have been 
taken care of. In British Co¬ 
lumbia, for instance, 
provincial health authori¬ 
ties are breaking up the 
500-dose lots into smaller 
batches so doctors can or¬ 
der only what they need.

Canada need to commit to 
aggressive new targets to 
curb global warming, re¬ 
gardless of what less-devel¬ 
oped nations do, say a ma¬ 
jority of respondents to a 
new poll. 

The Canadian Press Har- 
ris-Decima survey suggests 
voters may be out in front 
of the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment when it comes to 
negotiating a new global 
treaty on climate change. 

By a two-to-one margin 
(62-27), respondents said 
they believed Canada and 
the United States have a re¬ 
sponsibility “to set higher 
and harder targets” for 
greenhouse-gas reductions 
than “fast-growing” coun¬ 
tries such as China and In¬ 


dia. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and his ministers 
have consistently argued 
that the Kyoto Protocol 
was seriously flawed and 
that the next global agree¬ 
ment must include all de¬ 
veloping nations if it is to 
be effective.

A bloody week for 
coalition forces in Kanda¬ 
har got worse yesterday 
when a Canadian soldier 
was killed and two others 
injured by an improvised 
explosive device in the 
ever-hostile Panjwaii dis¬ 
trict. 

Lieut. Justin Garrett 
Boyes, 26, of 3rd Battalion, 
Princess Patricia’s Light In¬ 
fantry based in Edmonton, 
was only 10 days into his 
second tour in Afghanistan 
when his foot patrol was 
struck by the blast 20 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of Kan¬ 
dahar city. 

Boyes was leading a pla¬ 
toon tasked with mentor¬ 
ing Afghan National Police 


officers at the time of the 
explosion. The two other 
casualties 
were treated 
at the Role 3 
Hospital at 
Kandahar 
Airfield and 
are listed in 
good condi¬ 
tion. 

“So early 
in the de¬ 
ployment, 
Justin’s death is going to 
be difficult to accept by his 
brothers in arms, but will 
not deter any of us from 
continuing with our mis¬ 
sion,” said Brig. Gen. 
Jonathan Vance, the com¬ 
mander of Task Force Kan¬ 


dahar. 

Boyes jumped at the 
chance to train Afghan po¬ 
lice in order to contribute 
to the “effort to provide 
stability to the population 
so we could, in concert 
with the Afghan govern¬ 
ment, extend basic servic¬ 
es and humanitarian assis¬ 
tance to those in need.” 

Boyes had only recently 
joined the Princess Pats as 
a member of the regular 
forces after spending six 
years in the reserves. 


His death — the first for 
Canadian forces in nearly 
six weeks, and the 132nd 
since Canada’s Afghan mis¬ 
sion began in 2002 — dark¬ 
ens what has already been 
a bleak several days in 
Afghanistan. 

Also yesterday, a Canadi¬ 
an citizen suffered leg in¬ 
juries in Kabul when Tal¬ 
iban suicide gunmen 
stormed a UN guest house 
in the Afghan capital, 
killing 11 people.

Little innocents the victims as car bomb brings carnage to Pakistan market 


Carnage and grief visited 
Pakistan yet again 
yesterday as a car bomb 
devastated a busy market. 

One hundred people — 
mostly women and chil¬ 
dren — were killed and 
more than 200 wounded in 
Peshawar. 

The blast destroyed 
buildings and a mosque, 
and set scores of shops 
ablaze in the Mina Bazaar. 

The wounded sat amid 
debris and body parts. 

“There was a deafening 
sound and I was like a 
blind man for a few min¬ 
utes,” said Mohammad Us¬ 
man. “I heard women and 
children crying and started 
to help others. 

“There was the smell of 
human flesh in the air.”

Awareness month more than a colour 



These days, everything but 
the leaves is turning Pepto 
pink, a reminder that it is 
Pinlctober, or Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month. 

The retina-assaulting 
shade is everywhere: On 
KitchenAid mixers, Won- 
derbras, Dyson vacuum 
cleaners, toilet paper and 
lipstick. 

It’s no surprise breast can¬ 
cer became a corporate pet 
cause — pink products tar¬ 
get women, who have buy¬ 
ing power and a warranted 
fear of the disease. It attacks 
the female identity — it is a 


trauma to lose an intrinsic 
part of your womanhood, 
motherhood and sexuality. 
The colour is equally loaded 
— pink symbolizes femi¬ 
ninity and calm; co-opting 
the colour is a glib way to 
acknowledge the Big C 
without actually acknowl¬ 
edging it as the body-de¬ 
stroying curse it is. 

Pink sales encourage peo¬ 
ple to act charitably, but ac¬ 
cording to the fine print, it’s 
corporations that can bene¬ 
fit more than any founda¬ 
tion or cancer patient. Com¬ 
monly, companies pass on a 
small percentage of sales 
(from five to 15 per cent), 
or, as Hershey’s Bliss choco¬ 
lates pledges in the States, 
donate a paltry $300,000 US 
rather than take away from 
profits. 

In a case that’s the cur¬ 
rent target of the Breast 
Cancer Action’s Think Be¬ 


fore You Pink campaign, 
pharmaceutical giant Eli Lil¬ 
ly makes rBGH — an artifi¬ 
cial hormone given to dairy 
cows that increases people’s 
risks of cancer — but also 
produces cancer drugs. Last 
year, BMW donated $1 US 
for every mile on a test 
drive of its carcinogen- 
spewing cars to the Susan 
G. Komen Breast Cancer 
Foundation. 

I’m not some tinfoil hat- 
wearing cancer grinch; I 
have a pessimism that 
comes only from witnessing 
family members fight can¬ 
cer. My dad’s sinus cancer is 
in remission; his sister is 
fighting the same type of 
cancer; another aunt sur¬ 
vived breast cancer; my sis¬ 
ter has had two breast can¬ 
cer scares. 

Something is awry when 
cutesy ribbons eclipse what 
cancer does to someone 


physically and emotionally. 
It’s a further insult that con¬ 
sumer dollars pay compa¬ 
nies and not prevention 
programs. 

There isn’t a person in 
the Western world that isn’t 
“aware” of breast cancer. 
Companies should retire 
their token gestures and 
marketing campaigns — 
the money is better spent 
supporting patients, pre¬ 
venting environmental ex¬ 
posure to carcinogens, or 
encouraging healthy 

lifestyles (that’s why I cheer 
on the Run for the Cure). 

Better yet, give your 
$400 directly to an organi¬ 
zation and forgo the pink 
mixer altogether. You can’t 
match Pepto to a kitchen 
anyway.

Hockey League is watching 
the progression of HlNl 
cases among its players, but 
at this point sees no need 
for special measures to 
help prevent spread of the 
illness. 

The Washington Capitals 
confirmed yesterday that 
forward Quintin Laing is 
being treated for HlNl, 
making him at least the 
third NHL player to be diag¬ 
nosed with it. 

On Tuesday cases were 
confirmed for Edmonton 
Oilers defenceman Ladislav 
Smid and Colorado 
Avalanche goalie Peter Bu- 
daj. New York Islanders for¬ 
ward Doug Weight 
returned to the lineup yes¬ 
terday after missing three 
games with HlNl. 

“We have been regularly 
providing our clubs with 
updated information and 
recommendations as they 
become available,” the NHL 
said in a statement released 
to The Cana¬ 
dian Press. 
“We have 
not mandat¬ 
ed specific 
precautions 
or courses of 
action. The 
league is 
monitoring 
the progression of the flu, 
but have implemented no 
specific ‘contingency plans’ 
at this point in time. How¬ 
ever, we will be prepared to 
do so should it become nec¬ 
essary.” 

The Capitals said no oth¬ 
er players have shown 
symptoms of the swine flu 
and that Laing is being kept 
away from the rest of the 
team. He sat out Washing¬ 
ton’s 4-2 victory over the 
Philadelphia Flyers on Tues¬ 
day night and will miss at 
least the next two games, 
too. 

The Oilers took similar 
precautions with Smid, but 
the 23-year-old defenceman 
didn’t miss a game and was 
back on his skates after two 
days of rest.

The loonie’s power play 


Rising value of Canadian dollar means good things for hockey in Canada 


The call of the soaring 
loonie could help chart a 
northward migration path 
for NHL clubs. 

Once an economic alba¬ 
tross blamed in part for 
the failures of the Win¬ 
nipeg Jets and Quebec 
Nordiques, the ascending 
Canadian dollar is sudden¬ 
ly enriching Canadian- 
based clubs, single-handed¬ 
ly increasing NHL revenues 
and crafting a new finan¬ 
cial argument for more 
NHL hockey in Canada. 

“A host of southern U.S. 
cities might now be more 
likely to lose their NHL 
teams,” said Andrew Zim- 
balist, an eminent sports 
economist based in Massa¬ 
chusetts who testified on 
behalf of Jim Balsillie in 
his recent failed bid to pur¬ 
chase and move the 
Phoenix Coyotes to Hamil-

Canadian clubs richer than 
they would otherwise be, 
which makes them more 
able to buy seats and beer 
and products advertised in 
the arenas.” 

The dollar’s rise adds 
weight to the argument for 
more Canadian clubs, says 
NHL player agent Ritch 
Winter. 

“Of course it makes a dif¬ 
ference,” he said. “You’re 
talking about reducing 
your payroll costs signifi¬ 
cantly.” 

That said, sports fran¬ 
chises are more about ego 
than economic logic, said 
Rick Powers, dean of the 


Rotman School of Busi¬ 
ness at the University of 
Toronto. 

“It’s the old boys’ club. 
And they don’t care if 
they’re malting money. If it 
loses money, it’s a tax 
writeoff. For the most part, 
it’s big boys with their 
toys.” 

Before the start of the 
season, the league’s eco¬ 
nomic forecast for this year 
was based on an 86 cent 
Canadian dollar, according 
to two senior club officials 
who asked not to be 
named. The loonie closed 
yesterday at 92.72 cents US.

Every three-cent jump in 
the value of the Canadian 
dollar triggers a 1 per cent 
revenue increase for the 
NHL, say league insiders. 

Consider, then, the cur¬ 
rent windfall: The 
suddenly Her¬ 
culean 
Canuck 
buck has 
vaulted 
more than 
10 per 
cent over 
the past 
year, a 
surge that 
has dragged 
the economic for¬ 
tunes of Canadian 
clubs with it. One estimate 
puts the increase in league 
revenues at approximately 


$100 million as a result of 
the dollar jump in the past 
year. 

Once burdened with hav¬ 
ing to pay players in U.S. 
dollars while collecting 
revenues in well-below-par 
Canadian dollars, Canada’s 
six NHL teams are sudden¬ 
ly standing on a 
competitive fis¬ 
cal playing 
surface 
flush with 
unexpect¬ 
ed new 
wealth. 

“If one

"It's interesting, many of the 
challenges we faced when we 
first started the union in the 
late 1 800's are still some of 
the same problems we face as 
an industry today", says Peter 
Greer, Business Representa¬ 
tive Organizer for Carpenters 
Millwrights and Allied Worker 
Union. 

The Union began in 1885, 
when the world's industrial 
revolution was in full swing and 
construction was at a peak. 
Greer explains that at the time 
sweatshops were the norm and 
owners operated under the as¬ 
sumption that if you were in¬ 
jured at work it was your fault. 
"The working class had been 
pushed to their limit by the 
early 1 880's. This all led to the 
"Great Uprising", where literally

millions of workers came togeth¬ 
er to demand better pay and 
working conditions," explains 
Greer. 

For the carpenters, he says 
two of the key demands includ¬ 
ed shorter hours and 
better wages. 

With the

of pressures on the carpenters 
that had to deal with constantly 
reinventing itself under extreme 
and terrible circumstances. Two 
world wars, a depression and 
industrial automation presented 
huge hurtles for the union 
and its workers. 

Later, it became 
about adaption 
to con- 


union, 
these de¬ 
mands were largely realized 
for the industry by the 1 900 in 
most major cities. 

With the rise of the 20th 
century came a whole new set 


stantly 
changing 
methods and 
materials as well as 
the attitudes of the work¬ 
ers themselves. For the last 
30 years, blue collar workers 
began to turn their backs on 
unions, while government work¬ 
ers joined union in droves. We 
now see unions in very non-tra- 
ditional places, like the movie 


industry, professional sports, 
airline pilot, etc. I do believe 
we will see this change with 
this generation entering the job 
market may just embrace unions 
again, especially if wages stag¬ 
nate and young workers have 
significantly less purchasing 
power. 

"One hundred and twenty 
years later and we're still facing 
pressure to work longer days, 
health and safety continue to be 
a major problem for our mem¬ 
bers and with the advent of the 
most recent recession you can 
see the pressure to compete for 
jobs is an issue". Greer says 
that is one reason he believes 
we're starting to see unions 
re-exert themselves as a major 
social regulator. 

"As we have many times, 
when faced with difficult chang¬ 
es, we attempt to find relevance 
by focusing on craft training, 
and quality as a major focus of 
our efforts to improve the indus¬ 
try", he explains.

It’s ironic that the final cre¬ 
ative project from a 
performer who spent his 
entire career striving for 
polished perfection would 
be something this raw. 

Originally intended as 
filler for a 3-D concert film 
of Michael Jackson’s UK 
comeback shows. This is It 
was pieced together by di¬ 
rector and longtime Jack- 
son collaborator Kenny Or¬ 
tega from footage shot 
during the four months of 
rehearsals leading up to 
Jackson’s death in June. 

It tracks the star from 
the press conference an¬ 
nouncing the shows, 


through dancer tryouts, 
band rehearsals and video 
shoots, interspersed with 
rehearsal performances of 
Jackson’s biggest hits. 

As the film opens with 
Wanna Be Startin’ Some¬ 
thin’, it’s almost shocking 
to see Jackson doing what 
he does best: singing and 


dancing. Having not 
played a show in a decade, 
the King of Pop has offered 
up nothing to balance out 
his tabloid lifestyle. 

Even more shocking is 
seeing how fierce a dancer 
Jackson remained until 
the end, frequently up¬ 
staging dancers half his 


age. 

The film’s best segments 
come from scenes where 
Ortega uses split screens 
to contrast a song’s evolu¬ 
tion over the course of the 
rehearsals, particularly on 
Human Nature and The 
Way You Make Me Feel. 

While the film’s first 45

° minutes are absolutely 
s thrilling, giving a rare 
2 glimpse of Jackson’s cre¬ 
ative process, it loses 
steam two-thirds of the 
way through. What comes 
across is Jackson’s active 
participation in the cre¬ 
ation of these shows. 

The film’s best moments 
capture him directing the 
band or dancers, tweaking 
their performances to 
meet his high expecta¬ 
tions (despite the fact that 
he’s surrounded by yes- 
men, he is a creative ge¬ 
nius). 

And based on the 
footage, the London shows 
would have been spectacu¬ 
lar. But This Is It feels 
more like the greatest 
DVD bonus feature than a 
feature film.

New Tan-boy’ Bowie bio both an 
illuminating and irritating read

music David Bowie knows 
what he's singing about 
when he performs 
Changes. 

After making a big 
splash in the early 1970s as 
Ziggy Stardust, he went on 
to become the Thin White 
Duke, an artsy Berlin angst 
rocker, the “straight” 
Bowie of Let's Dance and 
more recently the distin¬ 
guished rock elder who 
goes to fashion events with 
his model wife, Iman. 

The career full of charac¬ 
ters obscures the less fan¬ 
tastic, but very interesting, 
back story of David Jones, a 
British teen in the '60s 
who desperately wanted to 
make it big. 

He joins some R&B 
bands, dabbles in acting 
and mime, changes his last 
name to Bowie and records 
a painful-to-listen-to single. 
The Laughing Gnome, that 
seems to channel Alvin 
and the Chipmunks. 

Nothing in particular 
sticks until he records the 
1969 single Space Oddity. 
Bowie later goes all-in with 
his pioneering glam char¬ 
acter Ziggy, the one with 
the screwed up eyes and 


snow-white tan. Bowie nev¬ 
er looks back, never stops 
changing. 

Spitz, a music journalist, 
does a decent job of track¬ 
ing Bowie's evolution 
through copious research 
and interviews with 
dozens of people who 
knew 
him. 

Spitz 
clearly 
gets 
Bowie, 
and this 
is an un- 
apolo- 
getic fan- 
boy biog¬ 
raphy. 

He is 
good at 
analyz¬ 
ing what 
Bowie ac¬ 
com¬ 
plished, 
why it 
matters 
and what 
was like¬ 
ly influencing him at the 
time. He has insightful 
things to say about land¬ 
mark Bowie songs Life on 
Mars? and Heroes. 

But be warned: Unlike a 
lot of top-rate biographers, 
Spitz is not big on narra¬ 
tive and crafting scenes. 
Events are recounted at 


length, through gushy 
quotes from chums. 

And sometimes Spitz 
doesn't know when to turn 
the spigot off on himself. 
The book is littered with 
superfluous pop culture 
references (example: 
Bowie was in a band called 
the King 
Bees, and 
Spitz in¬ 
forms read¬ 
ers not on¬ 
ly that it 
was named 
after the 
blues clas¬ 
sic (I'm a) 
King Bee, 
but that 
John 
Belushi 
sang it 
years later 
on Satur¬ 
day Night 
Live 
dressed 
like a bee). 

Worse, 
Spitz has 
the self-indulgent habit of 
interrupting Bowie's story 
with vignettes about his 
own story of being a Bowie 
fan. Who cares? 

The result: A book both 
interesting and irritating 
that reads like a very long 
music magazine article.

Stargate Universe’s likeable lone wolf 

Robert Carlyle plays a brilliant but enigmatic scientist in the Vancouver-filmed sci-fi series 




Whether in Yankee Stadi¬ 
um or the Land of Oz, get¬ 
ting home can be an all- 
consuming mission. But 
not on Stargate Universe. 
Not for Dr. Nicholas Rush. 

It seems he would rather 
probe the far reaches of sci¬ 
ence while stranded in a rat¬ 
tletrap spaceship billions of 
light years from home. 

As played by Robert Car¬ 
lyle, Rush is at the core of 
SGU, a meditative thriller 
premiering recently on the 
Syfy network (in Canada it 
airs on Space), it builds on 
the mythology of the 1994 
film Stargate and follow up 
series Stargate SG-1 and 
Stargate Atlantis. 

The titular Stargates rep¬ 
resent a perilous but poten¬ 
tially lifesaving transport 
system for the voyagers. 
Found throughout the uni¬ 
verse — but don’t expect 
Mapquest to show you 
where — each is an impos¬ 
ing, ring-lilce portal str¬ 
etched with a permeable 
membrane that allows the 
brave or brash to pass 


they have.” 

Moving the Monday 
night comedy The Big Bang 
Theory from an earlier 
time slot to 9:30 p.m. EDT 
has also paid off for CBS. 
The show is up 48 per cent 
in viewers from a year ago, 
Nielsen said.

Five weeks into a new TV 
season, three of the four 
top broadcast networks 
have bigger prime-time au¬ 
diences than they had in 
2008. With cable networks 
flexing their muscles, digi¬ 
tal video recorders becom¬ 
ing more popular and com¬ 
puter games cutting into 
free time, that’s a small 
miracle. 

No new shows burst onto 
the air as instant hits. But 
there weren’t any embar¬ 
rassing flameouts, either. 

“There are a number of 
new shows that are very 
promising,” said Marc 
Berman, an analyst for Me¬ 
dia Week and publisher of 
The Programming Insider. 
“There are seven or eight 
that could be around next 
year.” 

CBS is television’s most 
popular network and, if 
anything, has strengthened 
its position. Fox is used to 
struggling until American 
Idol returns, but the buzz¬ 
worthy Glee gives execu¬ 
tives hope for a new musi¬ 
cal franchise.

CBS has established Tues¬ 
day as the most popular 
night of television, much 
like NBC did with its come¬ 
dies and the drama ER in 


the 1990s. NCIS is TV’s top- 
ranked show this fall, by a 
healthy margin. Its viewer- 
ship is up 22 per cent over 
last fall, according to the 
Nielsen Co., and it was 
growing then, too. 

The spinoff NCIS: Los An¬ 
geles and Julianna Mar- 
gulies’ new drama, The 
Good Wife, have both suc¬ 
ceeded in the time slots fol¬ 
lowing the blockbuster. 

“They’ve never been able 
to put stuff behind (‘NCIS’) 
that holds the audience,” 
said Steve Sternberg, a tele¬ 
vision analyst formerly 
with Magna Global. “Now

Ex Letterman 
writer recounts

television A former writer 
for David Letterman said 
she quit his NBC talk show 
in part because of alleged 
sexual favouritism and a 
hostile work environment. 

Nell Scovell, writing for 
Vanity Fair online Tuesday, 
said she had no intention 
of filing a lawsuit and was¬ 
n’t seeking revenge. “I 
wanted to shine a light on 
gender inequality in that 
particular workplace,” 
Scovell, who went on to a 
successful Hollywood 
career, said in a telephone 
interview. 

In the Vanity Fair article, 
Scovell said Letterman did¬ 
n’t “hit on her” during her 
roughly five-month stint 
with NBC’s Late Night with 
David Letterman in 1990. 
“Did he pay me enough ex¬ 
tra attention that it was 
noted by another writer? 
Yes. Was I aware of 
rumours that Dave was 
having sexual relation¬ 
ships with female staffers? 
Yes,” Scovell wrote. 

Other high-level male 
employees were having 
sexual relationships with 
female staffers as well, she 
alleges, and the women 
gained professional bene¬ 
fits from those relation¬ 
ships. “Did that make me 
feel demeaned? Complete¬ 
ly. Did I say anything at the 
time? Sadly, no,” wrote

INGREDIENTS: 

4 chicken thighs/legs, bone 

in and skin on, trimmed of 

excess fat 

3/4 cup apricot 

jam/marmalade 

2 tbsp finely chopped fresh 

rosemary 

2 tbsp lemon juice and 
about 1/2 the zest from 1 
lemon 

1 finely chopped clove of 
garlic 

2-3 tbsp honey (depending 
on sweetness of 
marmalade) 

2 tbsp vegetable oil 

1 tbsp balsamic vinegar 
1 tsp salt 

1/2 tsp black pepper 

PREPARATION: 

1. Preheat oven to 400F 

2. Combine all ingredients 
except chicken. Microwave 
in a large bowl for about 1 
minute, or until hot. Stir to 


combine flavours and allow 
to cool slightly. 

3. Reserve about 1/3 of the 
mixture into another bowl. 

4. Put the chicken in the 
large bowl with the cooled 
marmalade mixture. Mas¬ 
sage and rub marinade into 
chicken (over and under 
the skin and everywhere 
you can get it!) 

5. Line a baking pan with 
foil. Arrange chicken on 
the baking pan, removing 
excess marinade, if any. 
Bake for 15 mins. Remove 
from oven and glaze (in a 
thick layer) with set aside 
mixture. Bake for another 
10-13 minutes or until the 
juices run clear, glazing at 
least once more.
